lion. II. I.. Carnahan. S tate Commis 
sioner for the adm inistration of the 
Blue Sky Law, addressed the League 
for Home Rule in Taxation in 
San 
Francisco, W ednesday, Jun e 16, on the 
subject of his work in substance as 
follows: 
Beginning with individual work of 
one man in Kansas, Blue Sky Laws 
have been enacted in seventeen states. 
California's Blue Sky Law is essen ­ 
tially an expression of the 
people’s 
will. 
From its inception it has been 
non partisan, having been prom ised to 
the people in the platform s of both 
parties before being presented to the 
legislature, and 
after 
passing 
the 
legislature, having been adopted 
by 
the people at the referendum vote. 
Much Work Done 
Tho amount of work to be done in 
this departm ent m ay 
be 
estim ated 
from the fact that the Blue Sky De 
pa rf men t with one com m issioner has 
22,000 corporations to investigate. 
To 
these are lidded 3000 new corporations 
per annum , which will soon increase 
to fiOOO, m aking 15 applications per 
day or one for every thirty minutes. 
Of these m any are "open and above 
board” on the face of them and pass 
through the commission office without 
delay.
